lying onely in a trance, there having not been due care 
and cime given for tae Corps to remain above ground, 
the ſpace of four and twenty hours, as tne Law inthat

On the precedenc Lords, Day, one Dorothy Smith, a 
poor labouring woman, and not =- a ſojourner in that 
Pariſh, being ſometimes FrgubJed, wk the Megrim in

head, as ſhe was fitting by the fire, fell into it,and burney 
her nands and face; but was immediately takerr our, 
and Qyls applicd to the places burnt and ſcorcued fo 
tiat ſhe was by the good hand of providence, and the 
dilivent care of Neighbours, prefervect from that ſic. 
den deatii, which ſoon after befel her; for on Th:rſday 
tie eighth of Arguſt, about tewehe of the clock fhe fel] 
down ſtark dead, in a houſe near Long-/anc end adjacent 
to the Crargc; and being ftript of her clothes,laid out, 
and the Searchers (ent for, ſhe was given up to bea dead 
creature, and about ſix of the clock rhat evening , the 
Corps was carried in the Church-coffin to the Church- 
ya! d. where {ome-Jundreds of people frequented to 
ſee this ſad ffeaacle; it being rumour'd up and down 
the ltreers, that the woman was alive; For accidental- 
' ly a Gentleman ſtanding by the Grave fide, as the Bea- 
rers were going totake ter o'!t of the Ce fhn, he pe cei- 
ved her to ſtir, anil 1er heart to lea? under the theer, 
ft that mmediately uncovering k-r face, ſhe ſtared 
with her eye; as if ſhe had been a ive, neiciter of her 
eye-ſttingsVveing broke, and there: pon ſhe was caried 
into the Clurchs and notice bein grven to Mr. Foby 
Write UIpper Churchwarden, he im »e-liately comming 
Provides her a warm bed, in the houle of Elizabeth 
F.r;,near the Srgar-/caf, where ſhe remaned all Thurſ- 
doy night, the ſaid Elizabeth and others uſing all che 
means they pofſi:ly could imagine, to preſerve her; 
burning of Tape nnder her nofthrils,and powring down 
frong water to revive her, but all proved in-effeQtive, 
for the next morning ſhe died, and was aftervards bit» 
ned in St. Mary Magdalens Church-yard, as aforeſaid. 
Another ſad aceident there lately befel in the Coun- 
zy of S:fo/k, where divers Gentlemen making-merry 
eogetiier, a great ſtorm aroſe, blew-down part of. the 
Hauſe, killed and w ounded divers others; touching 
which we ſhal omit particulars,til farther-confirmation,

Likeiviſe on Monday the rwe'fth of this inſtant A:guſt, 
ewo Scotchmen ( between whom there had formerly 
been ſome diſherence, the one of tiem a [.crd, the 0. 
tirer an'Eſ(quuare ) meeting in K:ygrt rt at I oitminſter, 
drew upon one anotizer, 1nd after a ſhore but deſperate 
confli che Eigiitre was leit dead upon the race, and 
his ſurviving adverſary cariied betore a Juftice of tae 
Peace.

Rev, 21. $. The poſitive judicial Law of God is, that 
whoſoever Peddeth mans. blood, ty man ſhall his blood be ſhed 
Gen, 9.5. And the reaſon-is tacre rendred, becauſe 
ſuch deftroy Gods image wherein man ib macle 2: And 
the ery of blood (1t not puniſhed by man ) is {o great, 
Gen. 4. 10. that the Lord comes down from heaven'to 
call the murtherer to account, and by ſome vihbie and 
remarkable judgements cr other , to ſtigmatize this 
fin,. as tucſe following Examples will more fully ma- 
nifeſt. 

King Richard the Third of Exgland , who cauſed his 
two Nephews moſt unnaturally to be murtiered in the 
Towecr uf Lenedne.and ſhed much nther Innocent blood, 
by Geds jt Judgement\had his onely Son raken away 
by Death, and himſelf was flain in Brſworth Field in Lie- 
cefterſhire - His Carrion carkaſs being found naked a- 
mongſt the ſlain ,. filthine(s polluted wirh blood and 
dirt, was caft upon a Horſe behinde a Purſivant at Arms, 
his Head and Armes hanged down on one the fide of 
the Horie, and his Legs on the other, like a Calf; and 
fo was interred at Leiceſter with as baſe a Funeral a» tie 
formely: 
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formerly beſtowed upon his Princely Nephews in the

Sir James Tyrily Fohn Diphten , and Mites Fore, who 
were procured by th1s Tyrant Richard to murther the 
ewo young Princes, entring 1170 ticw Chamber abour 
Mi.t-night, fo bewrapped them amongli tae Cloaties, 
keeping down the Fertaer-bed and Fillois hard unts 
their Mouchs, that withina whiie tiey were imother- 
ed: Burt caeſe murtherers eſcaped not long the ven- 
geance of Gad, for M/s F:ret by peace-meal rotted 
away, Diphron lived at Calis fo dildained and hated,that 
he-was pointed at by all Men, and there Ji2d inmuch 
milery,and Qiu FAHe'S Tyril was beheaded on Tower-h1ll 
for Treaion: Ad. and Moa.

ned, confeſs the Fail, and was juſtly executed for the
